Mr. Corbett Tells 
Life of Stevenson 


Endeared to all the world by his 
bravery and valor, despite his fratl- 
ty. Robert Louls Stevenson's life ts 
one of the moat inapiring in literary 
annals today, Mr. FE. A. Corbett de- 
clared Wednesday evening. address - 
ing members of the Bamonton Wo- 
men's Presse Club at dinner in the 
Macdonald hotel. 

In a sketch of Btevenson's life, 
the speaker stressed the hardships 
of his rigorous early training by 
stern Calvinistic parents, and told 
of the shaking off of this tron bound 
discipline. He was an idealist at 
heart and opposed to the religious 
[beliefs of his elders. After breaking 
away from his home ties, Stevenson 
made friends with people of every 
strata. Chimney sweeps were his 
friends, as were the clevereat men of 
the day. These influences = en- 
hanced the pages of his books, and 
his adventures in friendship were a 


constant source of inspiration. to the | 


writer, Mr. Corbett declared. 

The later years of his life were 
spent on the Island of Samoa, where 
he was endeared to the natives, who 
made him chief of the principle 
tribe. Their appreciation of his 
gentle nature was shown itn the fact 
that they named the approach to 
his residence the “Road to the Lov- 
ing Heart”.

A convenient way to pre- 
pare the meal for use is to put a 
cupful in a covered glass jar, then 
mix in half a cup of finely shaved 
jeastiie soap. Shake and stir them 
well. Wash the hands with this 
preparation and warm water, rinse 
thoroughly, dry and rub in a little 
lolive ofl. If the skin is much dis- 
colored and hard, rub e little lemon 
julce on after you have rinsed off the 
cornmeal and before the final rins- 
ing and drying. In the morning 
wash them with the cornmeal mix- 
ture and cold water. 

Another use for cornmeal is in the 
bleaching paste with buttermilk or 
lemon julee. One recipe calls for 3 
parts of the meal, 2 parts lemon 
juiee and enough rose water to make 
a paste. The proportions of an- 
other recipe are 3 cunces cornmeal, 
% teaspoonful tincture benzoin and 
enough buttermilk or sour cream to 
make a paste. These packs may be 
used once a week to bleach tan and 
frackles on face, arms and neck. 

A bleaching pack for the hands to 
be left on overnight is made as fol- 
lows: Two tablespoonsful cornmeal, 


6 drops tincture Genseln, 1% tone 
\spoonsful peroxide. 2 teaspoonfuls 
\femen juice, % ounce olive ofl. Old 
igloves should be worn during the 
inight to keep the mixture on. The 
ltreatment should be given every 


night for a week and less frequently 


thereafter. 

A splendid dry shampoo for blond 
or gray hair may be made of 2% 
oynces fine cornmeal and 1 ounce 

wdered orris root. The mixture 
should be thoroughly blended, then 
sifted through the hair. Rub it in 
vigorously and brush it out after it 
has remained on the hair for ten 
minutes.
